All the money received on account of 
subscriptions will be [eft on deposit, 
for the credit of the Minister of Fin- 
ance until required, with the several 
banks from which it is withdrawn by 
‘the depositors.” 





All to be Spent Here on Troops 

The Installment payments are spread 
over six months, and the total amount 
raised by the loan will be spent In 
Canada in raising, cquipping and 
sending forward Canadian troops. It 
ig not generally known that 80 per 
cent., at feast, of all Canadian war ex- 
penditure to date has been spent in 
Canada, Tho successful Notation of 
the war loan will enable the M{nister 
of Finance to accept to a still greater 
extent the temporary financing of. the 
Shell Committee for tho imperial 
Treasury. 

The Minister further states that up 
to date the Canadian Government has 
advanced a total of $67,772,000. in tem- 
porary loans to the Imperial Govern- 
ment to pay for orders placed by the 
Shell Committce In Canada. These 
advances have been from time to time 
repaid by tho Imporiaql Treasury. 

The degreo of assistance which the 
Dominion will be called upon to give 
in the latter regard will be materially 
increased in the future, from all pre- 
sent indications. Great Britain has 
hitherto pald in cash for the immense 
orders paced in Canada, and the ad- 
verse rate of exchange has mado theso 
}payments higher than they otherwise 
would have been. In the futuro it is 
believed that the Dominion will os- 
tablish o credit on behalf of Great 
Britain for shell contracts placed here 
and that a far wider system of financ- 
ing wilt be established in Canada.

Bioodthirsty propeealls Ndveacsa 
Serlously by German Politician 


Drastic threats are containet in the 
tenth issue of tho Dentscho Krieg- 
schriften, which publishes an article 
by Dr. Heinz Pothoff, leader. of the 
Progressive, party in ‘the Rhine pro- 
vince, and a former member of the 
Reichstag.' 

“There ‘is no doubt,’’ says this arti- 
cle, -“‘that ‘the German General Staff 
is determined to resort’ to extreme 
measures, “If Germany: khoukd ever 
be brought to the verge of actual stary- 
ation, it ts certain that the General 
Staff will ‘do anything father. than 
allow the victorious German armics to 
Le called ‘home. from * France, 
and Belginm, owing to the 
food. ; 

“The Staff will adopt the severest 
Measures rather than submit te a 
peace dictated starvation. Ex- 
treme measures are within our reach. 
If necessary we must expel all inhab- 
itants of the territories occupied by 
our armies and drive them to onr en- 
emies’ lines. 

“Lf necessary we must kill hundreds 
of thousands of prisoners now cansum- 
ing our supplies., It would be fright- 
ful, but it is inevitable if there is no 
other way of holding’ out."

faction all round. When the head- 
quarters were moved Colonel Wilson 
had a further opportunity to improve 
matters, and now there {s not a dis- 
trict headquarters In the whole of the 
Dominionw here more prompt atten- 
tion is given to callers and to com- 
munications, 

* The secret of the success that has 
been attained lies perhaps In the fact 
that Col.” Wilson bas been through 
every branch of the militia. He join- 
ed the Victoria Rifles as a private in 
1882, and passing through every 
rank, gaining first his stripes, then 
his commission, until be rose to tom- 
mand the regiment. Then he retired 
from milltary life + for a time—this 
was in 1907—but a year later he waz 
appointed brigadier of the 123rd In- 
fantry Brigade, retiring in 1911. It 
was only when the war broke out 
that he once more took up ‘milltary 
matters, and the great things that 
have been accomplished under his 
regime, the many battalions that 
have beer raised under his auspices, 
numbering 234 units, are a sufficient 
indication.tbat the choice of the Min-1 
ister of Militia was a wise one, while} 
his decison to’ make Col. Wilson a 
brigadicr-general ts one that is ac- 
claimed by every N.C.O. and private 
in the Montreal district.

“Some swans are 
mute, but most have sonorous yolces 
of surprising power and reach, Poetic 
tradition declares that the swan sloge 
iu dying, and so we have the familiat 
phrase to indicato the last effort of a 
Othello exclaims, 
“1 will play tho swan and die in mu 
alc." And Portia says in “The Mer 
chant of Venice.” “He makes a swan 
like end, fading in: music.” 

A hundred other poets bave used sim 
ilar expressions, and yet naturalists 
declare that the swan does not make 
any music in dylng, though tt may 
make a noise. And these same natur 
allsts aver that the great vocal pow. 
‘ers of swans are due to a special 
sounding apparatus formed by “the 
colling of the long trachea (windpIpe) 
within ithe sternum” (breast bone) 
The crane, whose trumpet call. when 
a flock fs setting off for a tong, bigh 
flight, can be beard from above the 
clouds after the birds ane out of sight, 
{s furnished with a similar yocal ig- 
strument. 

The awan Is famous for its longevity. 
Tt is said to live a hundred years, and 
there is at least one recorded instance 
of a bird in captivity living seventy 
years, It is longer lived than the

The die work {s not quite so 
sharp as it should be on a new coin, 
and it is a little thicker than tho real 
article. The acid test falls to show 
that the metal In not pure silver, and 
it is not until the surface {s scratched 
with a knife that the acid turns the 
metal black, as the coin Is silver-plat- 
ed. What the inferior metal is, has 
not yet been determmed. 

“In the last week or.so, we have re- 
celyed a number of that particular 
counterfeit {issue of 60-cent pieces.” 
said an official at the Receiver Gener- 
al’s office. “Eaton’a Simpson's, 
George-Lawrence; the Canadian Ex- 
press Company, the G. N. W. Tele 
graph Company, and several banks 
have all sent some of this kind to us.

Fire Breaks Out at 
Military ¢ Quarters. 


19,000 Hounds of Ar Ammunition Re- 
moved From Premises 


At a few minutes before 6 o'clock 
last evening firee broke out‘in what 
is known ax the officers quarters at 
Belleville, being part of the old Ar- 
nmourics dnd situated on © Church 
street. Of late the building had been 
used as a hospital for the 39th Batta- 
lion also for the 80th Battalion. 
Apartments in the building were also 
utilized by the Mth Battery, and as 
headquarters of the 49th | Hastings 
Regiment. The fire originated in the 
havement, supposedly from the fur- 
nace and before it was extinguished 
considerable damage was sustained ‘to 
the interior of the building. At the 
outbreak of the fire there were seven 
members of the 80th Batatlion in the 
building, who were* on the sick list, 
but not seriously ill, They were taken 
into quarters in the new Armouries. 
Stored jn the building * were 19,000 
rounds of ammunition, which was re- 
moved as quickly as possible to a 
place of safety by members of the 
86th Battalion, who rendered valuable 
services in various ways. All. the 
lust evening fire broke out in what 
removed without much damage being 
done, 

The fire brigade, under the superin- 
tendency of Chief Brown worked vi- 
gorously and succeeded in subduing 
the flames after a rather stubborn 
fight, and despite the fact that at 
times the smoke was suffocating. The 








flames were confined to tho basement | 


and ground floor. “The damage done 
will amount to several hundred dol- 
lara. The building, being the proper- 
ty of the Dominion Government, was

Will Pay Postage and Have 
"Selflers' Pareats Forwartea. 
t to France ch 


OTTAWA, Dec. 2.—The feuectder? 
standing which has arisen between 
the people of Montreal and the Mont- 
real post-office authorities in regard 
t the amount of postage required to 
forward Christmas ‘parcels to Cana- 
dian soldiers in France, was cleared 
up today: by a memorandum issued 


by the Department. As all such par- - 


cels are addressed to the Army Post- 
office, London, which forwards them 
te France, many persons thought that 
the amount of postage necessary was 
only that sufficient to carry them. to 
London.- Such is not the anvice 
fostage to France must be paid. The 
matter has now been cleared up and 
the post-office department has wired 
the British authorities to. forward all 
such insufficiently paid parcels’ as 
have already reached them to France, 
the difference in postage to be defray- 
ed by the department. 

An official, memorandum issued to- 
day in regard to the subject is as [ol- 
Icws: : 

“Re misunderstanding that seems to 
exist in connection with failure to put 
sufficient postage on parcels intend- 
ed for soldiers in France, the depart- 
ment announces that it~has cabled 
England to forwan! ‘all parcels insul- 
ficiently paid and posted under mis- 
apprehension as to the rates payable 
or. parcels intended for that countrys 
and that the Canadian post-office de- 
partment will settle for the shortage 
in postage. This only applies to par- 
cels posted up to this date. All par- 
cela posted from this date forward 
must be prepaid according to the di 
tination of the parcel. If intended for 
France, it must bear postage at the 
rates charged for France, “Iffintended 
for England then English’ rates” cmnont 
be_paid.’’ «

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Postmaster-General Is Consider 
% Advisability 

“OTTAWA, Dec. 2—Hon. T. Cas

That is to say, a number 
of these stamps may be issuedghbear- 
ing a special mark signifying a three- 
cent value, With-asech a syptem as

George Ashley, wine-clerk at the 
hotel, said be took the man inte the 
silting reom, where he sat with his 
head hanging, he was blue inthe face 
and seemed to be choking. 

George Ashley said he had> known 
tho man several days and about seven 
o'clock Tuesday night Beatty had 
come intd the house with some com- 
rades and had been treated to two 
tlasses of creme de menthe by them. 
Ho carried the man into the sitting 
room and telephoned for medical aid. 

Tho autopsy was performed hy Drs. 
Connell, of Kingstou, Alger, 80th Bat- 
talion, and MacColl, Mth Aw, 35 
hours after death,-and they found that 
the man had died from natural causes. 

Major MacColl explained that death 
was caused by suffocation, The man

Fewer Inspectors will be Needed, - 


but All Must Dévote Whole 
Time to .Work 


A complele redistribution of the 
work of iiquor lecense inspectors 
throughout Ontario, Including a re- 
duction in their number to about one- 
half the present number engaged in 
this work, is expected to be. undertak- 
en by the Ontario License Board about 
the first of the year. 

Provision was made in the new: Act 
that inspectors should give thelr wholo 
Ume_to the work, but the revision of 
affairs which this would entail was 
left over until the Board had made a 
complete inspection of the Province. 


haye visited every Ncense district in 
Ontario, and following their decisions 
as'to the: censes, ete. the 
work of reorganization will begin. 
There are at present something over 
a hundred inspectors in Ontario— ap- 
proximately one to each riding. These 
held their appointments under the old 
order of things, before the passing of 
the new act and the creation of a cen- 
tral License Board.

BILL TO TAX RACE TRACKS 


A telegram from Toronto says the 
Ontario Government is preparing a 
Bill providing for the imposition of a 
tax of 20 per cent. on the gross re- 
ceipts of all race tracks, including 
the takings from all sources—gate, 
mutuels, ete. It will be submitted to 
the House at the next session and will 
go into operation next spring. |

seven race tracks—three in Toronto, | 
one in Ottawa, ‘one in Hamilton, one 
in Fort Erie, one in Windsor.

quarters of a century. 

It was in 1810-that Rowland Bill, an 
Engilsh schoolmaster, stirred all’ Eu- 
Tope to laughter by declaring \tbat 
James Chalmers and himself had du- 
vised a system whereby 2 two sheet 
letter. could be sent from London to 
Edinburgh for two'cents and yet Jeare 
the government a fair profit on the 
transaction, At that time the fee 
was 54 cents for that distance for a 
two sheet letter. 

Such a radical tea as Hill's seemed 
Tidiculous ‘to the public, which bad 
looked upon the sending of communica- 
tions as an expensire luxury. And £0 
the joke went around, and the poor 
Janghed with the others at. the wea 
Of any means that would place them on 
a par with the aristocrary. 

Hill persisted despite ibe ridicule. He 
‘worked diligently on bis achedule, and 
when the time was ripe be faxhed the 

system on parliament and the public. 
Hill. offered proof that was tncontru- 
Vertible that the actual cost of the gor- 
ernment for carrying each letter arer 
aged only a small fraction of a cent, 

He proved that.the expense of biring 
Mento Ogure out postal rates on the 
aystem then existidg. based on. dis- 
tance aud the number of. sheets. was 
greater than the profit gained. and he 
urged the adoption of a Oat rate for all 
letters under a certain weight. no mat- 
ter‘ bow sbort or long a journey they 
were to make. 

Hoe originated the idea of pasting a 
label on erery letter, to abow that ihe 
cost had been prepakd {fo the govern- 
ment, and pointed out that ibis wonld 
sare the expense and time of collecting 
at point of delivery, which custom was 
then in general use. 

The idea sprung by Hill and his 
friend, James Chalmers, gained friends 
after the first roars of laughter bad 
Gled away. The goveroment was press- 
ed by not a few thinkers of the time 
to adopt the system. And ko on May 
G, 1840, posiage stamps, or “stamped 
labels,” as they were called at the 
time. were Inaugurated. On the first 
stamp was a profile picture of the 
young Queen Victoria. The effect on 
the postofiice was instantaneons. With- 
in two years—and they were panic 
years at that—the business cf the post- 
office nearly trebled.

After you get 
sour card, you rest one’ foot on the 
jbrass rail, face the bartender and ask 
for your favorite tipple. 

“Lemme see your card,” challenges 
the barkeep. 

You show your card and may there- 
after take aboard as much cargo as 
you can carry without tacking. When 
you can begin to tack, your card is of 
fo more service, for if the barkeeper 
sells, you another drink he forfelts a 
big bonus he has: Jef{t-down at the 
City Hall. The first time one is ar- 
rested for intoxication or treated by a 
physician, one gots a warning with bis 
headache; the second time, one loses 
one’s license for the year; the third 
time, one is out—that is, one loses 
one’s license forever and can never 
have another drink, the bill says. 

No, you can’t borrow your friend's 
card, for if you are caught using it, 
there is a fine of $100 and thirty days 
in jail for the offense. And if one Is 
caught buying ‘a drink without a card, 
both the buyer and the seller go to 
jail. If one is really il], one may get 
a doctor’s prescription, but it may be 
used only once. A violation sends the 
user forthwith to the jail. ‘ 

The association reported yesterday 
that 1,000 men in the city had agreed

many others to join the 1,000 pioneers.

The step should be taken, the corre- 
spondent argues, in an effort to com- 
bat Teutonic submarines. which, he 
declares, are kept. supplied with oll, 
provisions and torpedoes. by neutral 
steamers. He suggests that neutral 
ships on entering the Straits of Gib- 
raltar should be given a course which 
they would be required to follow with- 
out’ deviation or delay, and“ says-that 
no neutral ships carrying oil fuel 
should be allowed in the Mediterran- 
ean. 

Greek ships are probably the worst 
offenders, says the correspondent. A 
short time ago one of our largest tran- 
sports, carrying 6000 troops, ran 
close to a Greek ship which was in 
the act of supplying oil to an enemy 
submarine off Tunis, while on another 
occasion a suspicious ol] tanker was 
close by when one of our transports 
was sunk, and later was seen exchang- 
ing signals.with the submarine.”

It was rumor- 
ed to-day that indictments may be re- 
turned before the end af the present 
week. Richard Emil Lerendecker, the 
dealer in antiques, who was Koenig's 
companion when hé went to inspect the 
Welland Canal and_to lay the ground- 
work for the destruction of the water- 
way, also figures in the present Grand 
Jury investigation.

If the first case of any 
communicable disease was reported 
we would have no epidemics, We had 
eight eases of small-pox, twelve cases 
of chicken-pox, 1 case of diptheris, 
cight cases of scarlet fever’ (1 death), 
measles, 14 cases German measles, 
eight cases mumps, 20 typhoid, 11 and 
and one death, ‘tuberculosis 3 cases 
and three deaths.

Kagemen and $175 for expenses in 
Rotterdam and New York between 
voyages.

WHISPERING GALLERIES. 


Id World Churches With Remarkable 
Acoustic Properties. 

The most celebrated whispering gal- 
lery is that which surrounds the base 
of the Juterior of the dome of St, Paul's 
cathedral, London. A person speaking 
near jis surface can be heard distinctly 
by one istening near the smooth wail 
at the other extremity of the diameter, 
but not elsewhere. 

In the cathedral of Gloucester a whis- 
pering passage Jeads from one alsle to 
the opposite behind the east window of 
the chuir. It ®& seventy-fte feet long, 
six and a half feet bigh and three feet 
wide In the form of half an irregular 
octagon. The walls and ceilings are of 
freestone. and the slightest whisper 
travels frum end toend. | 

The cathedral of the Taj Mabal in 
Agra, India, bas most marrelous ech- 
ves and reverberating qualities, but is 
scarcely a whispering gallery. The 
whole cathedral of Girgenté: in Sicily, 
has this/character owing to the pecul- 
far structure of its walls. These re- 
warkable properties also belonged to 
the “Ear of Dionysius,” cut In the rock 
at Syracuse to the shape of a parabolic 
curve, ending in am elliptical arch, It 
is sald that the tyraut seated in a small 
chamber over a bundred feet from the 
spot occupied by his captives by this 
ineaus could Lear every word spoken 
by ids prisoners.—Londop Answers,
